tle results, Wm. Irvine, M.P. for We- 
taskiwin, _ informed the Board of 
Trade in his address at the monthly 
luncheon Tuesday night that he was 
pessimistic as to the outcome of the 
Economic ‘Conference now being held 
in London. This was the fifty-first 
conference and none of them had ac- 
complished anything. 

He stated that four important 
things must be done to raise the de- 
pression, The first is the wiping out 
of international debts. The 400 bil- 
lion indebtedness cannot ‘be paid eith- 
er in gold or trade. The second is the 
raising of the balance of trade to some 
extent. The third is disarmament, 
The millions now being spent to man- 
ufacture implements of war for our 
security must ‘be expended in chan- 
nels which will be helpful to the mas- 
ses. And lastly, the matter of ex- 
change and tariffs must be adjusted. 
All nations cannot obtain a favorable 
trade balance and this will develop 
into a bone of glorious contention at 
the conference. There will be enough 
TNT at the conference to blow it to 
pieces, but the speaker hoped it 
would mot be exploded. Mr. Irvine be- 
Nieved that the Prime Minister had an 
adequate policy to bring into force in 
the event the conference is a failure, 
which will be a surprise to all of us— 
even possibly going so far as to in- 
troduce socialism. If he has not we 
‘will have utter failure. 

Mr. Irvine’s address was on some 
of the things that transpired at the 
jast session. He had never been in- 
terested in party politics, and as long 
as we have the capitalistic system he 
would just as soon see Mr. Bennett 
prime minister as Mr. King.

Rhea G. Clyman, who for four 
years has acted as special correspond- 
ent in Russia of the Toronto Evening , 
Teelgram, contributes some. startling!

the country which some ‘Canadians 
pont to as a model which should be 
adopted in Canada. Detailing a con- 
versation with a Russian peasant the 
writer gives the following: “Do you 
shoot people in Canada for stealing 
a cow or a sack of grain?” asked the 
peasant. I answered that we had the} 
death penalty for only one thing, wil- 
ful murder. “Strange, isn’t it,’ he 
asked earnestly, ‘that here in Russia 
the life of a cow is more valuable; 
than a human. My brother-in-law 
was shot by the O-Gay-Pay Oo be- 
‘cause he stole a cow and slaughtered 
it for meat. It was his own cow, the 
collective farm took, and he stole it 
‘back, and now there are four children 
deft orphans all because of a cow. It’s 
the new law. The Communist want 
to protect state property. but does it 
help to shoot a man because he takes 
his own cow? There are so many 
shootings here now, I can tell you of 
this one because it happened in my 
own family.’ There is good ground 
for belief that money is being sent to 
this country by Russian organizations 
to enable the carrying on of a cam- 
paign against the laws of Canada, 
amd in the hope that the Russian sys- 
tem of government with Russian laws 
shall eventually be established here.—

ALBERTA WHEAT POOL PRAISED 


The Financial Post is of the opin- 
ion that the Alberta Wheat Pool's po- 
sition is much stronger than that of 
the Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
pools. In an analysis of the Alberta 
Pool’s financial position, the Post 
points out that the balance sheet 
indicates a members’ equity of 
close to $4,000,000 and that there is 
a reasonable assumption that the 
provinuial govertiment appears safe 
from ultimate loss. 


Congratulatoty remarks are made 


regarding the method employed by 
the pool in resenting its  state- 
ment, the summary being: “The 


very gomplete accounts which the 
pool ‘thas made public, and the man- 
ner of their presentation, makes 
examination of the situation easy.” 
It is also mentioned that pool mem- 
bers in Alberta are in a much better 
position than pool members in either 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba.

WORLD NEEDS SUNDAY 


“The decline of the old-fashioned 
Sunday is an event still so recent that 
it needs little recounting. When the 
first golfer discovered that he could 
play eighteen holes on the Sabbath 
and still not be struck by lightning, 
when the first druggist found that he 
could sell ice cream sodas between 
Saturday and Monday without a 
frown from his leading patrons, Sun- 
day as a day of universal rest was 
judged to be obsolete, ‘Like melting 
snow, its customs and rigidities dis- 
appeared in a single decade and dur- 
ing the next twenty high-pitched 
years they were scarcely missed. 

Sooner or later, however, the world 
may be brought to realize thuc the 
old-fashioned Sunday was not a mere 
rustic survival from early Calvinism 
or a tribal rite of the ancient Heb- 
rews, but was a social check-valve 
developed by centuries of human ex- 
perience, and that a nervous,  high- 
strung society which has’ suddenly 
abolished it will rue its loss. The old- 
fashioned Sunday, in short, was one 
of nature’s regulators, checking the 
tempo of life and readjusting it every 
seven days. It did for a very large 
part of the civilized world what every 
physican and modern psychologist 
would be eager to do if he could. It 
forsed whole communities of men, 
women and children to come, once a 
week, to a complete halt and for 24 
hours, alter entirely their 
mental and social habits. : 

This is, in no sense, a “confession- 
al’ article, and, as I have taken pains 
to make clear, it’s viewpoint is not 
primarily religious. As a church-goer 
my record for many years has been no 
better and probably much worse than 
that of the average Protestant Amer- 
ican. But out of the untidy welter of 
Sunday papers and cigarette smoke 
that constitutes the usual present-day 
Sabbath, out of the chatter of golf 
scores and the smell of locker rooms, 
the hurried tardy engagements, the 


physical, 


rushed “undigested meals, and the 
long, nervous driving on crowded 
highways that make up a modern 


week-end, I find myself, with greater 
and greater longing, looking back to 
the peace and dignity of the old-fash- 
ioned Sunday as it was known to at 
least one small boy in a medium-sized 
New England city in the eighteen- 
nineties——Atlantic Monthly.

We live in an unsatisfactory age. 
The political system is unsatisfactory; 
the’ monetary system is unsatisfac- 
tory; the educational system is un- 
satisfactory; the economic system is 
unsatisfactory; the distribution sys- 
tem is’ unsatisfactory; the legislative 
system is unsatisfactory, the market- 
ing system is unsatisfactory; the 
electoral] system is unsatisfactory; 
frequently the digestive system is 
unsatisfactory, and Professor’ Ein- 
stein is not altogether satisfied with 
the solar system. I have no time to 
adjust these difficulties this morning, 
but probably most of the dissatisfac- 
tions which affect us are due to our 
governmental system, and it is a pro- 
duct of our electoral system, so I will 
simply reform, simplify, purify and 
make the electoral system safe for de- 
mocracy and see if other beneficial 
results will not follow. 

There is too much political organiz- 
ation, too many meetings, too many 
speeches, too many political writings, 
too many political workers too much 
polities. This must be changed. We 
must make politics an offence, not 
only as they are now. against ordin- 
ary decency. but actualy against the 
law. It shall be ‘unlawful for anyone 
to engage in political activity. to so- 
licit anyone for a vote, to hold any 
kind of a political meeting, to make a 
political speech, to write or read a 
political editorial, to ‘belong to any 
political party, or to appear on the 
street with that air of busy import- 
ance affected by the political worker. 
Then it would not be necessary to 
waste time wondering whether Jones 
was a Conservative. or Smith a Lib- 
eral, or Robinson a Communist, or 
Woodsworth a Laborite, or Fish a 
Facist.

Edmonton, June 7.—The first mur- 
der trial since his appointment last 
year as stipendiary magistrate for 
the Northwest Territory, will be held 
at the mouth of the Coppermine Riv- 
er next month by J. M. Douglas.

Not amateur weather prophets are 
telling us that the coming winter will 
be very severe. All the signs point 
to it. Migratory birds nested and 
hatched early, the ducks and geese 
went south early, squirrels are storing 
up an unusually heavy supply of nuts 
and acorns, the husks of the corn in 
the field have been unusually heavy 
this Fall, vegetation on the north side 


of plants and trees is thick, plant 
roots go down only a short way, fur- 
bearing animals are growing excep- 
tionally heavy crops of fur. 

There is a further sign for which 
the weather prophets can look: 
If the November’ goose bone be 


thick, 
So will the Winter weather be; 
If the November goose bone be thin, 
So will the Winter wea‘ter be. 
And so the superstitions go: 
A storm of hail 
Brings frost on its trail. 

This is a belief almost universal. 
There is also the saying: 

A rainbow in) morning 

Is the shepherd’s warning; 

A rainbow at night 

Is the shepherd’s delight. 

There is no_- superstition more 
common than the following, known 
and repeated by almost every child: 
Evening red and morning gray 
Are sure signs of a pleasant day. 

Or this version: 

Evening red and morning gray 
Help the traveller on his way; 
Evening gray and morning red 
Bring down rain upon his head. 

This is, if anything, a more reliable 
weather forecast than the rainbow 
superstition. Another along the same 
line and. predicting the same kind of 
weather is: 

Red sky at night, sailors delight, 


Red in the morning, sailors take

And another, whatever ts hidden 
meaning: : 


When the stars begin to huddle 
The earth will soon become a puddle. 
Perhaps the most popular supersti- 
tion in this »art of the country at 
least, is that concerning the alleged 
queer actions of the groundhog on 
Feb. 2. There are a few persons who 
do not know the following rhyme: 
If Candlemas be fair and clear, 
There’ll be twa winters in the year. 
If Candlemas be clouds and rain, 
Winter will not return again. 
According to the superstition the 
groundhog, or woodchuck, leaves his 
winter home on Candlemas Day and if 
he can see his shadow in the sun he 
returns to his hole and sleeps some 
more, because he knows that winter 
is still unbroken. But if it is cloudy 
and he cannot see his shadow, he

12.—The world ecnoomic conference, 
hae most momentous assembly in re- 
cent history, epyt under way Monday 
afternoon with delegates from virtu- 
ally every nation on earth gathered to 
[ae to end the bfg slump. 

His majesty the king, hims@lf, in 
acknowledgement of the importance

first plenary session in the great new 
geological museum in Kensington, de- 
spite the fact he was suffering~ from 
severe rheumatism which _ recently 
has compelled him to avoid public ap- 
pearances. 

The king-emperor’s addr@ss was in 
effect a prayer for the success of the 
conference which has been called to 
bring aid to suffering humanity. 

Ramsay MacDonald, Great Pritain’s 
picturesque prime minister, who. is 
president of the conference, followed 
with an impassioned plea for co-or- 
eration and action, and dealt some- 
what with the machinery of the con- 
ferene. 

It was an impressive moment 
when the dignified figure of his 
majesty appearéd on the rostrum 
and he paused for a moment to 
survey this unique gathering of 
statesmen and experts’ representing 
every race, color and creed under 
the sun,

DAY AT LACOMBE 


Thursday, June 22, will be. the an- 
mual Forage Crops Field Day at? the 
Dominion Experimental Staton, ,La- 
‘com be. 
for pasture and hay crops is one of 
the most important problems now ‘be- 
fore the farmers of Alberta. Wild 
land pastures and hay have almost 
disappeared in the farming districts, 
but the numbers of ‘horses, cattle, hogs 
and sheep requiring pasture and hay 
are rapidly increasng. 

At the Experimental Station every 
variety of grasses and clovers which 
have any prospect of proving suitable 
for Alberta conditions are under test. 
Many different methods of seeding, 
growing and harvesting are also being 
tested. This spring has been excep- 
tionally favourable for these crops 
and both plots and field tests are in 
the very best condition for inspection, 
and many very valuable lessons can 
be learned. 

Coffee, cream and sugar will be 
provided for a basket lunch under the 
trees at 12 o’clock. This will be fol- 
lowed by a few brief talks and a brief 
inspection off the live stock and oth- 
fer branches of the experimental 
work. <A drive over the Station farm 
will give an opportunity for seeing 
the cereal and forage crop rotations, 
and the main discussion will be given 
at the forage crop test plots. 


A RARE MUSEUM EXHIBIT 


After resting in the earth for more 
than 1,500 years, the oldest sailing 


ship ever found in Scandinavia now 
stands forth in its former splendor 
fin the historic museum of Gothen- 


burg, Sweden. The “Galtabeck Ship,” 
as it is called, was found about five 
years ago by a farmer while dig- 
ging a ditch at Galtabeck on Swe- 
den’s west coast. 

It was carefully dug out and a 
considerable: part of it was preserved 
to allow complete reconstruction, 
which was carried out by experts 
with infinite care. The ship, now 
shown for the first time in the Goth- 
enburg museum, is about 14 metres 
Yong, clinker-built of oak boards 
Joined with oak nails and beautifully 
shaped. It was undoubtedly a most 
Seaworthy vessel, with considerable 
Toading capacity and carried a mast 
with a square sail. It could also be 
Propelled by oars. By means of care- 
ful analysis both of the pollen 
-attached to the hull and of the sur- 
rounding geoolgical conditions the 
age of the ship has been fixed at 
about 400 A.D, 

One interesting result ‘of this 
unique find is the fact that the art of 
navigation is several centuries older 
fin Scandinavia than what archaeo- 
logists have hitherto been able to 
prove, and the “Galtabeck Ship” also 
reveals an advanced skill in ship- 
‘building at that remote period.

_ Chemicals Kill Weeds 
There are now many chemical weed: 
killers on the market, which tave 
proved very successful in wiping out 
small plots of these pests and for 
cleaning up driveways and paths. For 
Polson ivy, one applicaton any time 
-during the growing season is effect- 
ive. Other weeds eliminated in this 
way are. ox-eye daisy, bind weed, Can- 
ada thistle, and most of those things 
like dandelions which make so many 
lawns unsightly.

WARM WEATHER WARNINGS 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

Summer will have its official open- 
ing next Wednesday and we will cele- 
brate the occasion by considering some 
warm weather ‘‘do’s’ and “dont’s” on 
this beautiful June day. 

. Diet 

In cold weather when it is a case of 
“everything going out and nothing 
coming in” so far as bodily heat is 
concerned, we eat Hskimo dessert— 
fat. But in the good old summer- 
time when we are trying to get rid 
of the surplus heat within us, fats are 
taboo. And so all along the line, the 
summer dietary is practcally the op- 
posite of the winter bill of fare. 

The wise ones will cut down on 
food during hot weather, and the real 
wise ones will do this to the extent of 
fifty per cent. Prudent people will 
confine themselves to fruits and vege- 


tables, and eat little meat, pastries, 
condiments and_ other stimulating 
foods, 

Smoking 


Smoking is . unquestionably more 
harmful in hot than cold weather, and 
the smoker will find it to his advant- 
age to cut down on the “weed” during 
the next two months albeit smoking 
out-of-doors is far less injurious than 
it is indoors. Thin, blond cigars 
should replace the fat, black sones, 
The old pipe should be laid-aside and 
given a much-needed rest. Cigarettes 
are permissible, but a package should 
be made tto last two or three days. 

Drinking 

There is a natural desire in hot 
weather to fill up on cold drinks. But 
taking ice water and cold “soft” 
drinks with the idea of cooling off is 


a delusion. The so-called ‘“‘soft” 
drinks are harder on the stomach 
than some real hard drinks. If you 


really want to get cool let some cold 


water run over the wrists for five 
minutes and drink a bowl of hot 
soup. : 


Ventilation 
During warm weather, when doors 
and windows are open day and night, 
the openings should be guarded 
against insects, especially flies, mos- 
quitoes and spiders. Carelessness in 
this regard has cost many lives. 
Clothing 
Because of the greater activity of 
the skin during this time of the year 
more frequently. Babies should not 
be swathed in flannels. They don’t 
like it any more than you would—and 
the underwear should be changed 
they don’t need it. The first sign of 
prickly heat and mental irvitability 
shows that the youngster is too heav- 
ily clothed. 
Exercise 
The summer active life should be 
approached gradually. Violent exer- 
cise of any kind should be avoided by 
people with disease of the ‘heart, liver 
or kidneys. It is only the young and 
rugged. who are in training the year 
round who can stand two or three sets 
of tennis or a twelve inning baseball 
game in the hot sun.

Sometimes it is the cause of an 
accident, but not frequently enough 
to be itself in the first ten. Experi- 
ence has shown that’ speed alone 
rarely is responsible for danger on 
the highways provided the driver has 
a clear road—and a clear head. As 
soon, however, as the speeder starts 
paying attention to other things 
than his driving. he is in for trouble 
but the cause of the accident then 
ig listed as number three. 

The list would tend to prove that 
thoughtlessess in traffic is the un- 
derlying cause of most road  acci- 
dents. The careful driver is one who 
keeps his wits about him and pays 
attention to the job in hand—which 
is the operation of a powerful ma- 
chine moving among other similarly 
powerful machines. 

With another motoring season just 
getting nicely under way, motorists 
would do well to study and ponder 
‘the fatal ten.”
